Warren's 
quality is a fine example of 
what comics can do when 
they're unfettered by restrict- 
ing codes. But what other stuff 
provides censors with just the 
Sort of trash they can run 
down and use against uncen- 
sored comics. Yet these maga 
zines continue to stay on the 
market, selling the copies 
needed to keep them in busi- 
ness. Steady customers like 
Jerry Finkstein are doing great 
damiage to the creative comic 
field. But they save that im- 
portant 15с an issue. | hope 
the rest of us don’t have to 
pay a higher price—watching 
the good magazines go down 
the drain with the bad ones.

NEAL ADAMS 
Neal Adams isn't really 
three different people, but it 
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does seem that way. 

He was born on Governor's 
Island, which is located in 
the middle of New York har- 
bor. He says he was in third 
grade when the split from 
one to three actually occur- 
red. 

The first Neal Adams is a 
very studious, quiet individ- 
ual. He is mainly interested 
in science, literature, things 
like that. 

The second Neal Adams, 
on the other hand, hates to 
study. All he ever liked to do 
was draw pictures. When he 
was a kid, his parents used 
to worry about all those 
nights when he'd get out of 
bed to draw cartoons until 
dawn. Sometimes they 
caught him and sent him 
back to bed sooner, but not 
often.

He 
also has produced illustra- 
tions in full color and black 
and white for several big ad- 
vertisers. 

All three Neal Adams have 
one dream.
